“hoax” in order to cut in on TW A’s most 
lucrative field of operation. T hat rests on 
TW A’s exclusive right to enter Rome. Now 
with the holy year coming up and th ou ­ 
sands of American pilgrims flying to Rome, 
the CAB has granted Pan-A m the right 
operate “charter flights” which, according 
to TW A’s brief, will be the equivalent of 
regular operation. 
To the average Am erican this may seem 
the kind of .struggle for private power that 
has characterized the rise of 
the 
giant 
corporations and, therefore, it is no busi­ 
ness of his. But in some respects it is liter­ 
ally his bi isiness Subsidies provided by the 
taxpayer have contributed a great deal to 
the development of the private 
airlines. 
IT. S. SECURITY INVOLVED 
But in another, and perhaps even more 
important, respect it is the business of the 
average citizen. This is because the devel­ 
opment of civil aviation is directly related 
to military security. 
A group of form er air transport officers 
of the navy and the air force, with some 
support on Capitol Hill, 
are 
promoting 
what has come to be know n as the air m er­ 
chant

bill. 
Under it the United 
States 
would finance the m anufacture of 
transport plane.' 
particularly cargo planes 
—which would be leased to the airlines for 
operation. 
In 
this way the air-carrying 
capacity of the nation would be 
greatly 
augmented so that an emergency like the 
Berlin blockade or w ar itself would not 
find the armed forces desperately short of 
cargo planes. 
But the Air T ransport association and 
the big lines oppose this proposal. A con­ 
fidential 
document 
being 
circulated 
through the industry quotes Robert Ram s- 
speck, executive vice president of the Air 
Transport association, as w arning that the 
air m erchant m arine bill would bring the 
airlines “closer and closer to government 
ownership a stime passed.” 
If the danger of governm ent ownership 
lurks in this bill, there is a 
far 
greater 
danger of nationalization in the trend to­ 
ward monopoly. 
It would be so easy for 
government to take over a single airline 
operating with supra-governm ent 
powers 
in the foreign field. 
That 
is 
one 
reason 
monopoly seems to me a mistake. 
Nationalization of a service used by the 
traveling public tends to bring 
lowered 
standards and a general bureaucratic in­ 
difference.

The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round

W ashington.—Here is the inside story on 
reports of friction between two of the most 
potent Trum an cabinet members—Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Ache- 
son and Secretary of De­ 
fense Louis Johnson. 
Actually

The three policies are: 
PEARSON 
(D Sending a steel mill 
to Yugoslavia, which Johnson opposed but 
Acheson favored; 
(2) 
Occupying 
Formosa

troops, which Johnson favored but Ache­ 
son opposed: 
(3) General American policy in the F ar 
East, w here Johnson believes the United 
States should have vigorously 
supported 
Chiang Kai-shek. 
Acheson has particularly resented Jo h n ­ 
son’s barging into the F ar Eastern situa­ 
tion; and the belief has been 
expressed 
around the state departm ent that Jo h n ­ 
son’s interferences could not be entirely 
divorced from his law firm which 
once 
represented the brothers-in-law of Chiang 
K ai-shek and the Soong dynasty. 
ARGUMENT OVER AIRPLANES 
One small part of the Johnson-Acheson 
irritation came w hen the secretary of de­ 
fense balked at giving the secretary of 
state a special White House plane to fly to 
the big three foreign ministers conference 
last November. 
Acheson w anted the “Dew-Drop,” the 
de luxe liner which the air force had built 
for “President” Dewey. But Johnson re ­ 
special plane, the “ Independence,” was en 
route to Iran to bring back the Shah, and 
that Mr. Trum an wanted the “D ew-Drop” 
kept in the United States in case of em er­ 
gency. 
Johnson offered his cabinet colleague the 
president’s one-tim e plane, the 
“Sacred 
Cow,” but the Sacred Cow does not m ake 
as much speed as the Independence or the 
Dew-Drop. So, without arguing any f u r­ 
ther with the secretary of defense, 
the 
secretary of state quietly rented a special 
plane from American Airlines. 
This cost the taxpayers around $12,000 
and was the first time a cabinet m em ber 
has rented a special plane, since air force 
planes are available at considerably less 
cost. 
WINCHELL STARTED SOMETHING 
Shortly 
after 
Acheson returned from 
Europe, W alter Winchell broadcast an item 
that Washington in 1950 would not be big 
enough for both Acheson and Johnson. 
Acheson didn’t know anything about the 
broadcast—until 9 a. rn. next day, when 
he got a phone call from Johnson asking if 
he could come over to see him right away. 
Acheson agreed; and Johnson, arriving a 
few minutes later, asked: 
“Did 
you 
hear w hat Walter Winchell 
said last night?” 
Acheson h adn ’t, but thought it was in­ 
teresting that the secretary 
of 
defense 
should go to so much trouble to say that 
he had nothing to do with 
inspiring 
the 
broadcast. 
As a m atter of fact, if either of the men 
departs, it will probably be Johnson—not 
because he isn’t doing a good job; he is. 
But he has occasionally stepped on T ru ­ 
m an’s toes. 
JOHNSON’S DOUBLE JOB 
Johnson is doing one of the most diffi­ 
cult jobs ever tackled by any adm inistra­ 
tion—pruning the military budget and at 
the same time putting across unification. 
Cracking arm y-navy heads together is d if­ 
ficult enough and contributed to the death 
of his predecessor. But simultaneously cut­ 
ting the budget is bound to make any cab­ 
inet secretary of defense unpopular inside 
the government. 
However, 
Johnson, in his zeal to get 
things done, doesn’t always clear his ap­ 
pointments with cither the Democratic n a ­ 
tional committee or the White House sec­ 
retariat. On major appointments, he clears 
with the president himself, but he goes 
over the heads of the men around Trum an 
to do this, and they don’t like it.
